How the NMavrder was Discovered,

The tret intimation that a murder had been com-
mitted came from Compbell himsell, who, while
going down Fifth avenue alittle before § o'clock
Mowday morning, cuarrying & boy In his arms, agoed
three years, overtook Mayor Brush at the corner of
Chatham street, and informed him that his wife had
neeidentally fallen down stalvs, and he thought she
had killed herself. He further stated that he was
afrald some of his nelghbors might aceuse im of the
murder, and desired to give hinEell ap as o srisoner,
He was then quite intoxicated, and the Mayor told
him 10 go home and he would send an ottioer up to
inquire into the matter,  With this Campbell left for
home,

The Mayor on reaching his oMce despatohed
OUMcer Loug to lnvestigate the matler. On the way
Mr. Long called OnMeer Fred, Konch fo accompany
Idm, snd when they had reached the corner of Brady
street they met Campbell, whio was then on his way
to the oMoee of vl U Thorn, They stopped  and
heard Cawpbell ask Dy, Thorn to go down to the
honse and examing his wife, and propounce her
dead if she was dead. The omeers not Kuowing that
the womun was dead went to the house, and on ¢n-
tering found the body of Mrs. Campbell lying on the
kitchen foor, horribly bruised and cnt about the
faee and hu-a-i, and exhibiting unmistakable signs of
a desperate stroggle and a violent death, They cone
cluded that Campbell had committed the awful
tragedy, and ut once hastened to the doctor's oflee
apd took him into custody, conveying him to the
Mayor's oftlce and locking him up for & hearing.

A number of oflcers then visited the bouse, and
made & thorongh examination of It It 8 a small
brick, containing two rooms on the main foor, o
basement kKitehen, and an attie, extending over the
two roomg. It does not adjoin any other dwelling,
although there are numerous tenements o the tm-
mediate vicinity.

Where the Denth Strugzle Oeonrred.

An examination of the upper rooms left no doabt
that the death struggle oconrred therein,  The ol
vers, ascending from the kitehen by 4 narrow and
flly-hghted stuirway, entered what was used as o
sitting-room. By the ald of a lighted candle, blood
Wwos traced on the walls of the stalrwuy from top to
bottom,

In the rooms above everything was in disorder and
betokened murder (n its most horrible aspeet, Thore
was o large pool of thickened blood on o plece of ofl
cloth in front of the Nre-place, and here probably the
wretehed woman, atter naviog been beaten antll ans
able to move, was permitted to blecd to death, Here
also the walls were smeared with blood, and the
overturned furniture and broken dishes showed
too plainly that violenee bad been witnessed in this
apartment, The adjoining  room, however, ho-
spoke  un  equally  desporate  encounter, wnd
it was  probably here  that  the murderons
aseault  was  commenoeed, The room was
uncarpeted, ourtained,  but  Httle  furniture,
and had been nsedl for storing sonp and candle
boxes, Some boxes, and an old bureaun and wash-
stamd, were the principal articles. The noor was
Hterally red with blood, and the walls, door, window-
sills, efe,, were more or less spotted.  Pieces of o
very large wash-bowl, with blood and halr adhering,
were plieked ap from the noor, and the lee of a chalr,
with o spiintered portlon of & rong attachel, wis
also found with matted hair nud blood on the end.
The wash-bow! und the ohuir-feg had evidently both
heen  used to bat the Iife ont
of the helpless woinay, From the horeors of
this room she probiably escaped Into the next, there
te fall and die of her wounds, A blood-stalned
poker was also found, and marks resembling fhos:
made by & poker woere discernible on the wall be-
tween the doors, A bucket of water, and some wet
rags, wore found in the room, and the uncarpeted
floor showed plainly that attempts had been made to
wash up the blood, ‘The bloody poker was taken by
an oficer to the Mayor's oMee, 8 was also s largo
butoher-knife, and both will be used in evidence
against the accused,

Campbell told her to stop erying or he would cut hey
in two; I told hin It was 8 shame 1o beat o woman
in that way ; he told me to aliut up or e would out
o The Decenscds

Mis, Campbell wad about 26 years] of age, and
also had reslded in Philadelphin.  Her maiden name
wus Dutler, und hep mother Hves at No, 2106 Looust
street, Philadelphin, She had two children, the
youngest of which died some months since, The
othar I8 the little boy alieady moentioned, who has
heen tnken charge of by one of the nelghbors.  Mra,
Campbell was addioted to drinking, and probably
ghe had other faults, but her dire misfortune con-
slited in belng linked to & bratal and violent hus-
band, Bhe seems to have lod o mont wrotched 1ife,
and the norrors of her death must have been Inde-
soribable,

UMesars, Powell and Jenking, who emburk
England by the matl which will bring you this letier,
have nrcum,;l!nh-d the object of their mission to
Abyesinia, They have suoceeded in tepclng the mi-
tilated bones, which by certain fafallible proofs—
auch as peculiar stoppages of testh—they were able
to llentify us the remalns of their mardered reln-
tives, Moreover, they have avenged the murder by
marching with an armed foree of Prince Kagsal's, of
Tigre, against the Shangalla tribe, the perpetrators
of the cruel deed,  On arriving in the Prince’s terri-
tory—who it will be remembered was Lord Napler of
Magdalu's ally during the Abyssinian cxpedition—
Mr. Powell and his brothoer-dn-law were assured by
him that he would be flways found resdy to assbit
all HEnglishmoen in diMoalties. Colonel  Kirkham,
military iustructor to Prince Kassai's forees, 1lke.
wike geslisted his countrymen very materinlly In their
expedition,

“Plincing an armed foree, therefore, at the disposal
of Mr, Powell, and giving the two gentlemen an in-
terpreter called Merchir, whoso servives wore ns -
vilunble now us when he served Lord Napler ina
sluillnr capnelty, the Hitle arty marched onwards,
and goon arrived pear the spot where the erime hal
been committed.

by Colonel Stanton, her Majesty's agent and Consul-
General, for the great sympathy they received at the
hands of his son.  Messra, Powell and Jenking ex-
press themaelves in terms of groat gratitude also of
Mr. Munzipger at Mossowah for the intercst and
solicltous care shown them in thetr misston,”

Troy, Nov, 10,—Genernl Wool died nt his
residence, in this city, at half-pust two o'clock
this morning, Iin the presence of his family,
Hon. J. A, Griswold, and James, his colored
gervant, who has been with him for upwarils of
forty years. He died almost without a stragele.
Ile was eighty years of age. The tlae of the
fuaperal has not been announced.

OBITUARY.

Mojov-tieneral John E. Wool,

The death of General John E. Wool {8 announced
in a telegram from Troy, N. Y., at which place he
has been residing since his retirement rrom active
duty in the army.

John Ellis Wool was born at Newbnrg, N. Y., In
the year 1760, and was therefore but elghty yoars old
at the time of his death, and not ejghty-six, a8 has
been frequently stated. His early edoacation waos
very mengre, and before he bl attained his ma-
jority he hecame engaged In business at Troy,
-Nz-w York, a2 a bookseller, 18 property belng
consumed by fire, he taroed hig attention to the law,
but his studles were interrapted by the war with
Gireat Britain in 1512, when, through the [riendship
of Goveruor De Witt Clinton, he obtaingd n com-
mission as captain in the 13th Infantry. His first
active service was at the storming of Queenstown
Helghts, October 18, where he wad shot through both
thighs, and was promoted to be major in the 26th
Infantry, He was in the battles of Plattsburg,
September 0-11, 1614, tnd for his gallantry in the
action at Beekmantown was brevetted leatenant-
¢olonel, On the reduction of the army at the and
of the war, he was retained In the o6th In-
fantry; in 1816 was appointed Inspector-gencral
of the Northern Divislon; in 1818 Heutenant-colonel &
in 1521 Inspector-gencral of the whole army;
and in 1526 brevet brigadier-gencral for ten years'
faithful service,

In 1582 the Government sent him to Earope to
examine the military systems of some of the prinei-
pal nations, He was received with marked civilivy
in France, especially by the King and the Minister
of War, Marshal Soult, and thence went to Belgiom,
where he was the guest of the King, und was present
at the siege of Antwerp, For a year or two after
his return he'wag employed in (nspecting all the
copst defenses from Maine to the delta of the Mis-
slssippi; in 1886 he was charged with removing the
Cherokee Indians to Arkansas; and in 1835, during
the Canadian dificulties, he made a reconnolssance
throngh the wilds of northern Maine, with 4 view to
the defense of the frontier, He obtalned the fall rank
of brigadier-general July 25, 1541,

At the commencement of the Mexlcan war he was
ordered to the West to organize the volunteers
(Muy 80, 1546}, and in lees than six weeks had des-
patched to the seat of war 12,000 troops fally armed
and equipped, 1le then collected 5000 troops at San
Antonlo de Bexar under his personnl command,
crossed the Rio Grande October 8, and reachied
Saltillo after & march of 800 miles, having lost hardly
a man, and pregerving such admirable dlgeipline in
his army a8 to gain the general good-will of the in-
habitants. I1le selected the ground on which was
fought the battle of Buena Vista (Febroary 23, 1847),
made the preliminary dispositions, and commanded
in the early part of the aotion until the arrival of
Geperal Taylor, who, in his official report of the vie-
tory, attributes a large share of the success to Gene-
ralgWool's “vigilance and arduous services before
the action, and his gallantry and activity on the
fleld,” For his conduct on this occasion General
Wool was breveted a major-general in 1848,

He remained in command at Saltillo until Novems-
ber 26, 1847, when on the return of General Taylor to
the United Btates he succeeded to the command of
the Army of Occupation, and retalued it untll the
conclusion of the war, hls headquarters being at
Monterey, Inthis capacity the ¢ivil a8 well as miti-
tary asuthority throughout the States of New Leon,
Coahulla, and Tamaulipas devolved upon him. He
cleared the country of robbers and goerrillas, and in
Monterey, according toan eye-witness, enforced more
perfect order thisit wins to be found Lo apy city of the
United States,

Alter s return home in July, 1848, he commanded
the Eastern Military Division, with his headgaarters
at Troy, untll the reorganization of the commands in

Department of the East, with his headqguarters at
Baltimore. InJanunary, 1854, he received the thanks
of Copgress, and the presentation of o sword for his
services In Mexico, In the same month he was
transferred o the Department of the Pacidc, with
lnstructions from the Becretary of War, Jeiferson
Davis, to "use il proper means to detect the
itling ont of armed expeditions against coun-
tried with which the United States are at peace,”
ani to co-opoerate with the civil anthorities ¢ in main-
taining the nentrality luws, " Executing these orders
litevally, General Wool Inoorred the digpleasare of
the Seeretary, who prevented his further compliance
with his Instroctions by removing the headquarters
of the depurtment from Son Francisco o the inland
town of Benicis, The correspondence between the

11 1866 General Wool pnt an end to the Indian dis.
turbances In Wushington and Oregon ‘I'érritories, in
a oampaign of three months, AL the clode of Presi.
gldent Plerce's admdnlstration he was recalled to the
Departanent of the Eust, with kis headguarters ut
Troy.

Whess civil war was dmminsnt towards the close of
1860, he kastened to oiter Nls services to the Govern-
ment, and after the attack upon Fort Sumter went
to New York to orgamize, equip, and send on to
Washington the frsi regiments of volunteers. He
took the respousibilivy of roinforeing Colonel Dimiok
at Fortress Monroe, thus saving that important post
from dianger of selzure by the Confoderntes, About
May 1 he was ordered to return to Troy, In August
he wie sent to Fortress Mouroe as Commander of
the Department of Virginla, aud from that post led
an expedition which occupled Norfolk May 10, 1862,
On Jupe @ he Was (ransferred to the
command of the Middle Department,
with his headquarters uf Baltimore,
and did not subsoquently tuke any active part in the
war. But his sympathies were heartily amd tho.
roughly eplisted on the side of the Union, and his
fulling years alone prevented him frrom adding fresh
laurels to those which had miready clustered about

his brow. In & letter addressed, on the 31st of De-
cember, 1860, to Genéral Cass, then Secrctary of
War, he dispiayed his stern and anylelding loyalty to
the flag nnder which he had fought during a long
and eventfaol life, in an unmistakahle manner, Re-
ferring to the contemplated surrender of Fort Sam-
ter 1o the Rebels, he aatd :—*Ir It should be surren-
dered to South Carolina, which I do not apprehend,
the smothered Indignation of the froe States
would be raisod  beyomd comtrol.
